Venezuela Needed Money te Sup-
press the Rebelfion.

ASPHALT COMPANYTELLS TALE

Demands Were Refused and Government
Brought Swit for Eleven Millions on
Ground That the Company Alded the
Insurgents in the Matoa Rebeilion.

New York, Nov 12 —Allegiations that
high officials of the Venezuelan Gov-
emment made a deliberute attempt to
extort from the company the sum of
$400.000, was made in a statement by
the New York Bermudez Asphalt Com-
pany today, in reference toa suit
brought by the Venezuelan Government
for $11.000000 damuges for aiding the
Matos rebellion,

The statement says the Asphalt Com-
pany was repeatedly approached by al-
keged representatives of Castro, with
demands for money to insure salisfac
tory adjudiention by the courts. During
thy Matos rpvolly the company was
compelled to pay $100,000 in order to se-
secure immunity during the revolt, aml
subsequent protection, in case the reve
lution: was snecessful. The company dis-
avows any understanding or obligation
respecting it's use,

During the revolution the eompany
and s agents muintained absolute new-
trality.
